W e have finally crossed the Bad 
Lands, after a two days’ struggle with 
dust, arriving at Aguas Calientes in 
the night and remaining until two 
in the afternoon of February 23d, hav­ 
ing a pleasant time looking over that 
city of fifty thousand inhabitants, and 
taking a baih at the hot springs near 
the city. 
From the depot we walked 
up a narrowly paved street, on a well 
swept brick sidewalk, the latter less 
than four feet wide. 
W e were much 
interested in the town's ancient appear­ 
ance. Pictures of Pompeii are recalled 
by the firtt half mile of our walk. 
In­ 
deed, there was a peculiar resemblance 
noticeable to the “ Streets of Cairo” at 
the W o rld ’s Fair, and the houses we 
looked into were perfect models of the 
Aztec representations we saw on the 
Midway. 
The 
stone and sundried 
brick huts, with small courts, were all 
there. 
The narrow street on either 
side was apparently Hanked with stone 
walls about twenty feet high, with 
doors every twenty feet. 
There were 
no windows and the roofs were fiat, as 
are all Mexican houses that are cov­ 
ered. 
After a walk of three-quarters of a 
mile the buildings commenced to im­ 
prove in appearance and size until we 
reached the business center, 
where 
they were two stories high, with win­ 
dows and well constructed doors and 
finished on the inside. 
The outside 
front of nearly all the houses and 
places of business were frescoed in dull 
colors of blue, terracotta and brown. 
In the public houses, hotels, etc., are 
found pleasant courts, tilled with flow­ 
ers and shubbery of considerable vari­ 
ety. 
The water of a hot spring, about 
one mile away, is brought to a;largc 
bath house, where there is a reservoir, 
oblong in shape, about sixty feet long 
and thirty feet wide. 
There were also 
ba'.h rooms, with mason-work cisterns, 
places always filled with water for 
bathing. 
These were built on two 
sides of a court tilled with (lower beds 
and shrubbery. 
At a large Cathedral 
are found Mexicans at all times in de­ 
votion, 
and 
on 
the 
walls 
some 
very 
artistic 
paintings. 
As 
we 
looked 
down 
the 
long, 
narrow 
streets of the city we were reminded of 
pictures of ancient Palestine, as we 
were also when looking over the city 
from an upper window, 
it is a quaint 
old cit) : its streets, houses, frescoing 
on the inner and outer walls, its baths, 
a>l reminded us of representations of 
t ie ruins of Pompeii. 
The many nar­ 
row streets radiating from the grand 
plaza were all ancient in appearance. 
Tae plaza iwas covered with trees and 
and shrubbery and near the center 
was a shaft of mason work about one 
hundred feet high, in honor of Hidalgo, 
tho “ Washington of Mexico.” Though 
we walked from the depot to the plaza, 
we rode back on the street car drawn 
by a couple of mules in tandem. 
A brief experience reminded us that 
Americans can receive pointers in po­ 
liteness hero in much talked about 
Mexico. 
Looking for the Governor of 
the state of Aguas Calientes, to whom 
we desired to pay our respects, accom­ 
panied with a gentleman from North 
Carolina, we inadvertently, after pass­ 
ing through a large court and up a 
flight of stone steps, found ourselves in 
the »private apartments of Mr. Jose 
Rincon Gallardo, a very urbane and 
polished gentleman, who spoke Eng­ 
lish fluently—a pleasant surprise—but 
with a charmingly Spanish 
accent. 
W e apologized; informed him of our 
mistake, but he insisted upon our be­ 
ing seated for refreshments; but we 
begged to be excused, but could not re­ 
fuse, for we. too, had our urbanity with 
us, accepting a cigar, owing to the 
fact, also, that the Havana was about 
six inches in length and evidently of 
choice tobacco, worth probably thirty 
cents. 
W e bowed ourselves out with 
regrets and Mr. Gallardo followed u» 
to the doorway and bade us a most 
agreeable farewell. 
Had we lost our 
way in Chicago we would have been 
informed without much ado that we 
were in the wrong house and no com­ 
pliments would have been exchanged. 
It was a mark of civilization that 
Americans would do well to cultivate. 
W e passed last night over a moun­ 
tain, reaching an altitude of seven 
thousand feet, and at Aguas Calientes 
we were about six thousand four hund­ 
red feet above the sea. 
In the morn­ 
ing, when the writer took a stroll 
about the city, a light overcoat was 
very comfortable, but soon after sun­ 
rise, it became quite warm. 
The city was founded in 1575 and it has 
much that leads us to imagine that it 
is still a century or so in the rear of 
other cities. 
Women carrying water 
in jugs a long distance; burros loaded 
with water jugs and fagots: 
1 saw 
thirty pounds of the wood sold for four 
and a half cents. 
W e presume it is 
used or.ly for cooking purposes. 
The 
city has a free school and charitable 
institutions. 
The Peons are truly very 
low in the scale < f human beings. 
In 
their huts they have n^ chairs, tables, 
or dishes. 
They live principally upon 
a pancake made of corn and beans; pay 
one and two cents a „lug for water; 
which is quite a tax.

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Springfield. Ills., March 2.—Intensely | 
interesting are the facts and broadly 
hum ane the spirit behind th** bill which 
has been introduced in both branches 
of the 
legislature providing for 
the 
m aintenance of day schools in Illinois 
for the education of the deaf. 
The e s­ 
tablishm ent of day schools will provide 
a means fur the more extensive* teaching 
of w hat Is know as the "oral method," 
although the present bill is silent as to 
the m ethods of instruction. 
Although 
the details of this system of instruction 
are new to the m asses of the state and 
possibly to m any members of the legis­ 
lature, the system itself is not new. 
It 
has 
obtained 
in 
Germany 
for m any | 
years, and in this country the state 
of W isconsin is the pioneer in giving 
It official recognition. 
Schools such as 
are proposed for Illinois have been in 
operation in the Badger state for a d oz­ 
en years, and the results secured are 
said to be more than satisfactory. 
The 
W isconsin law w ent into effect in 1885, 
and there are today in that state ten 
schools with an attendance of 150 pupils 
and with tw enty instructors. 
It is a popular error to suppose that 
children who are known as "deaf m utes” 
are vitally defective in the construction 
of the vocal organs. 
The fact is they 
are "mutes” sim ply because they have 
not been taught how to m anipulate the 
vocal chords to produce sounds, nor | 
how to use the lips and breath for the 
definition of sounds into spoken words. 
It has been fully demonstrated where 
the oral system of instruction is used 
that all (the word "all” is used ad vised ­ 
ly) the deaf m ay be taught to talk. 
B abes that are not deaf learn to articu ­ 
late words because they have a constant 
incentive to do so. 
They hear others 
talk and try to im itate them, choosing 
first the simplest and most frequently 
used words. 
W h y V ocal O rgan s A re D or m an t. 
Because the deaf do not 
hear the 
words of others 
m a k e nr> Impression 
on their brain, and in the absence of 
the incentive they sim ply allow the vo­ 
cal organs to remain dormant. 
By the 
oral system the deaf are taught how to 
produce words and how to put them 
together in sentences. 
They are also 
taught 
the easier accom plishm ent 
of 
reading the motions of the lips of others 
to determine w hat is being said 
In 
short, the ordinary method of com m un i­ 
cation between deaf people under the 
new 
system 
supersedes 
the 
manual 
signs. 
The hill here Introduced provides for 
special instruction 
or the deaf in sepa­ 
rate schools in an y -ehool district of the 
state upon the appli ation of the d irec­ 
tors or board of edi cation to the state I 
superintendent of public instruction for 
J lhe m aintenance of such school. 
The 
law proposed m akes it optional with the 
directors and 
school 
boards whether j 
they shall have such school, but upon 
application being made, the state super­ 
intendent 
is required to provide 
the 
desired instruction. 
The teachers are | 
to he appointed by him, and he m ay re­ 
m ove them at any time for cause. 
The 
minimum num ber of pupils for a school 
is three, and for each pupil $150 is to he I 
set aside from the common school fund 
for 
nine 
m onths’ instruction 
and a 
sm aller sum proportionately for a short- j 
er term. 
The bill has the support of Governor | 
Tanner and the indorsement of the Il­ 
linois State 
T e a c h e r s ’ association and 
of the Took C ounty Association of P ar­ 
en ts of the I leaf. 
The president of the 
latter 
association, 
Mrs. 
Cornelia 
F. 
C rane of Chicago, accompanied by Mrs 
Marlon Foster W ashburn, a journalist 
of note, has been here in promotion of 
the bill and to explain the m odus oper­ 
and! of the oral system of instruction. 
1'urcly P h ilan th r op ic In ter es t. 
These ladies have 
a 
purely philan­ 
thropic interest in the bill, hoping the 
blessings which have been secured to 
the unfortunate d eaf of Chicago in the 
special schools there may be extended 
to the deaf in other parts of the state, 
i 
Mr. 
Robert 
Spencer 
of 
M ilwaukee, 
president of the W isconsin Phonological 
society, has rendered them valuable as ­ 
sistance 
by settin g 
forth the ad van ­ 
tages of the oral system —ad van tages ! 
which have been brought out in the 
operation of the schools of that state 
in the last decade. 
These advocates of 
the system have been very cordially re­ 
ceived by the mem tiers and have m ani­ 
festly made a favorable impression. 
It 
is believed by the friends of the m ove­ 
ment that when the scope and purpose 
are fully understood there will not be 
sufficient opposition to the 
hill to en ­ 
danger its success when it comes up fur 
passage, 
and especially so as 
the bill 
does not contem plate additional burdens 
on the people of the state. 
In fact 
it 
is said the experience of Wisconsin d e m ­ 
onstrates 
that 
the new system is less 
burdensome than the old one. 
The strongest argument claimed for 
the establishment of these schools Is 
the humane feature. Tnrough them the 
deaf are educated in their own com ­ 
munities 
while living at 
home, thus 
preserving family ties and avoiding the 
estrangement of the affections of the 
deaf from those who should be nearest 
and dearest to them, a condition which 
frequently arises 
when 
the deaf are 
placed in state institutions and make 
infrequent visits home. 
No 
in t h e A ssein b ly . 
It has been jestingly remarked that 
[the r< ason w hy < *ov< rnor Tar - 
^pointed f o u r men by the name of Smith 
on his staff is because he desired to 
maintain the political prestige of the 
Smith family in Illinois. 
A perusal of 
the n a m e s of members of the Fortieth 
general assembly reveals that there is 
not a single (or married) Smith In it. 
A still m o r e ominous fact Is that this 
is just the thirteenth time such a eondi- 
ion has existed In the history of Illinois 
statehood. The Smiths wer. represented 
in the First, Third, and Fourth general 
assemblies. 
They did not appear again 
until the Ninth and from that 
to the 
Sixteenth inclusive, there w as at least 
one Smith in the list. 
The high water- 


mark was reached in the Fourteenth. Tn 
that general 
assembly there were five 
Smiths, two in the senate and three' 
in the house. 
Again they dropped out 
of sight for three sessions, reappearing 
In the T w entieth and retaining repre­ 
sentation, with two exceptions, until the 
Thirty-third. 
Now. again, for the first time in 
a 
dozen years, the Sm iths are not repre­ 
sented in the legislature. . N evertheless 
the Sm iths are entitled to the honor of 
having sent more of their kind to the 
legislature than any other one family. 
The total number since 1*18 is 35. 
The 
J oneses are behind them with 26 and 
the Brow ns are an easy third with 24 
The Allens and the Davises 
are tied 
with 21 each.

One of the most interesting of 
the 
m any state institutions of Illinois is the , 
Soldiers’ O rphans’ home at Normal. In 
addition to the aid rendered from year 
to year, m any private individuals have 
shown regard for the welfare of the in ­ 
stitution and its inm ates from the date i 
of its origin a few years after the close 
of the war. 
A m ong these w as J udge j 
David Davis, who gave 110 acres of land 
on which to locate the home. 
There 
are at present about 450 children in the 
home and it is 
the hope of those e s­ 
pecially interested 
in the 
institution 
that its usefulness m ay he increased in 
com ing years by better fitting the or- j 
phans for the struggle of life when they 
are throw n upon their own resources at 
the age of 16 years. 
The plans which 
have been formulated 
are to put in 
machinery at a ost of several thousand 
dollars and teach 
th* hoys and girls 
suitable trades. 
The 
hoys 
m ay 
lie 
taught the trade of printing, painting 
and making shoes, while the girls may 
he given more and better training In 
j 
the art of dress-m aking and 
general 
sewing. 
It has also 
been 
suggested 
that a department of stenography f*>r 
the girls and for the less able-bodied 
hoys would lie a wise provision. A m od­ 
ern m anual training school 
has just 
been completed and good results are 
expected from that, but the friends of 
the home think there should lie an e x­ 
tension of equipm ents 
and 
facilities 
along the sam e line so as to fortify the 
young people as strongly as may 
he 
when they come into competition with 
the world in the struggle for existence 


T h e Kail w ay K m p loy cs W ou ld Suffer. 
It seem s improbable that the lalnir or­ 
ganizations generally ot the state will 
come to the assistance of the railroad 
men in their protest against legislation 
to fix the m axim um fare at 2 cents upon 
the railroads of the state. 
The railway 
j 
em ployes base their opposition on the! 
ground that if the rates for passenger 
traffic are arbitrarily reduced, it would 
in turn result in a reduction of their j 
w ages proportionately. 
W hile the oth ­ 
er labor organizations sym pathize with 
the railroad men in any m ovem ent to 
prevent their being worsted, they are 
not so directly interested in this q u es­ 
tion as they are in some others which 
they have decided to foster and pro- j 
mote at this session of th** legislature. 
President Charles J . Reiiier of 
this 
city, who is at the head of the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor, representing 
m any branches 
of 
organized 
labor, 
states that the federation, through it- 
accredited 
representatives, decided 
to 
j 
interest itself in only four m easures at 
this session. 
Of these the em ploym ent i 
of prison labor so as to prevent or lessen 
competition with free labor is consid- , 
ered by the federation perhaps the most 
important, with the questions 
of the 
j 
em ploym ent of child labor and the pro- | 
posed am endm ent of the garnishee law 
as close seconds. 
Mr. Reifler says the 
energy of the federation will he applied 
to these few m atters because 
it was 
feared that if the labor organizations 
had too m any irons in the tire, and dis 
sipated their efforts over too wide 
a 
field, all might he defeated. 
For this 
reason, he says, he is convinced the 
state federation, as 
an 
organization 
will not take up the fight to which the 
railroad men have 
addressed 
th em ­ 
selves in particular.
